Writes Tom Cosmas of Greek Army
to His Brother in Omaha,

BULGARIANS BRUTAL SOLDIERS

Sald to MHave Treated Women and
Children Belonging te Opposing
Forces in s Harbarie and

Cruel Manner.

"We have taken our revenge.' wriles
Tom Cosmas from Gresco 1o hia brother,
Goorge Conmas of Omaba, in regard to
the victory of Uw dreek forces over the
Bulgarians. Tom Cosmas llved in Chi-
cugo, but salled for Greece an soon us Lha
war with Turkey broke out. He has baen
constantly with the famous Fourth di-
vislon, which took part in practically all
the big battles.

"I was in every battla of the war,”" he
writes, “and up to this minute 1 have
saved my head.” Fe is without a seratch.
Writing this leiter a few weeks ago be-
fore peace wus concluded with Bulgaria,
ho swid: “If the Bulgariuns do not ao-
capt the terma of peace offered thgm we
will continue the fighting and will niarch
directly to Sofia to capture thelr caplital
aty, We have been through Mt all and
we don't care for our ltves now. The
Bulgarianas have shown themnsslves to be

aven worse Lhan the Turks for cruelity.” |

CUorroborntes Heport.

Has oconfirma the report made by an
English officer some weeks ago that the
Bulgarians had tossed children and
caught them on thelr bayoneta, “"We
found many children in the streets dead,
pleroed through and through with bayo-
nets and swords, the work of the flesing
Bulgarians as they pasged through Greek
towns. It seems there can be no other
way that they could have done this work
except by throwing the children up and
citching them on swords or bayonots.'’

He also tolls of endless Instances of
women and children disembowled in the
street by Bulgarian soldiery.

Army Woraships King.

“The whols army worshipa the ground
King Constantine walks upon,’” he writes.
“He Ia & very popular ruler. He I8 al«
ways pleking up common foot soldlers
wounded packing them in his automobils
and rushing them persenslly to the
noarest hospital. There he commands
the nurses and physicians to give them
the very best of attention.”

George Cosmas has alio recelved a lst-
ter from Apostle Lazopulos, who last
summer was a famillar figure In Cosman’
shoe mhining parlor at Sixtesnth and
Farnamn, Lazopulos was among the first
of the Omaha Cireeks to mail for his
native land to fight the Turks. He took
part in the memorable capture of Salonik!
when the Bulgarians wers driven out
and many were captured. ““We found the
collars filled with bombs and dynamite
that the Bulgwrians had stored there,”
he writes. “"We licked them good and
hard in that fight."
